An act to provide for levying a state tax. ChaP 160 

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and. Assembly, do enact as follov^s : 

Section 1. There shall be levied and collected, for the year Tax for 1849. 
1849, in each county of this state, a state tax of four mills on the v 
dollar valuation, to be levied and collected, and paid into, the state 
treasury in gold and silver. 

Sec. 2. The supervisors of their respective counties are hereby Duty of sn- 
required to levy the foregoing tax up6n the taxable property in po'visor*.

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An act to incorporate the village of Watertown. 

THE People oj the State of Wisconsin^ represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enact as follows: 

Section 1. That all of that certain tract of land known and! 
described as section number four in township number eight norths 
range number fifteen east, in the county of Jefferson, shall keresif- 
ter be known and designated as the village of W^tertown ; and the 
inhabitants residing, or who may hereafter reside within said vil* 
lage, are hereby constituted a body corporate, to be known and 
recognized by the name or title of " The President and Trusteea 
of the Village of Watertown," and by said name or title, they and 
their successors forever, shall and may have perpetual succession, 
and shall be persons in law, capable of suing and being sued, 
pleading and being impleaded, answering and being answered unto, 
jdefending and being defended, in all courts and places, and in all 
suits whatsoever ; and in all suits against said corporation, thp 
first process shall be by summons, and an attested copy thereof 
shall be served upon the president or clerk of the corporation, at 
least ten days previous to the return day thereof. 

Sec. 2. The vilbige of Watertown sliall be divided into tw# 
wards, to wit : all that part of said village lying and being on the 
east side of rock river, shall constitute one vvard, and shall be

9. To compel the inhabitants of said village to aid in the ex- 
tinguishment of fires, and to pull, break down, or raze any build- 
ing or buildings in the vicinity of a fire, which the trustees of the 
ward in which such fire may be, or any two of them who shall be 
present £tt such fire, shall direct to be pulled or broken down, or 
razed, for the purpose of preventing the communication of such 
fire to other buildings ; and the said trustees who may or shall 
direct the pulling, breaking down or razing of any building for the 
purpose aforesaid, shall determine the amount of compensation, if 
any, to be paid to the owner or owners of such building or build-

14. To establish and enforce such measures not conflicting 
with the constitution and laws of this slate, for' the preservation and 
protection of the public health as they shall deem proper. 

15. To suppress disorderly, lewd or gaming houses, and to 
seize and destroy device for gambling. 

16. To restrain the running at large of cattle, hogs and other 
animals ; and to establish a pound or pounds, and appoint pound 
masters and fence viewers, and prescribe their powers and du- 
ties. 

17. To establish and regulate markets, and regulate or restrain 
sales in the streets ; to establish and regulate a public scale, and 
appoint a weigher to attend to the same, and to appoint and regu- 
late the place and manner of selling hay, and other gross commod- 
ities.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. That the time for coUecling the taxes in the towns Time extend* 
df'Kaukalin and Suamico, in the county of Brown, for the year ed. 
1848, is hereby extended to the first day of June, 1849 ; and the 
eollectors of taxes in said towns, are hereby authorized to proceed 
W collect such taxes and make return thereof, on or before the first 
day of June, aforesaid. 

Sec* 2. The town clerks of said towns shall have until the Clerk to 
first Monday of July, 1849, to make return to the county treasur- make reuwM* 
er of the delinquent lands of their towns for said year, 1848. 

Sbc. 3. The county treasurer shall proceed to sell all such T^®^'°r®' ^^ 
delinquent lands, on the first Monday of September, 1849, unless 0,1%, 
the taxes shall he sooner paid, and the proceedings in the collection 
of such taxes, making returns, and in the sale of delinquent lands 
shall be conducted in all respects (except .as to time) according to 
tfare laws now in force.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate 
and Assem,bly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1, The secretary of state, treasurer, and attorney State effioerf 
general shall constitute a board, to be called ** the Commissioners ^^^•,,*, ^^^^ 
of the School and University lands," for the superintendence and ^ *® ***^' 
sale of the school and university lands belonging to this state, and 
for the investment of the funds arising therefrom, in such manner 
as the legislature shall direct, and also for the investment of the 
other university and school funds ; and they shall have the general ^^ 

car« and superintendence of all of said lands, in such manner as 
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the legislature shall direct; 'and any two of faid comviiiBKionectfi 

shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Whe'o to sell. Sec. 2. The said commissioners shall, before the fifteenth day 
of December in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty» 
offer for sale at public auction as hereinafter provided, all the uni* 
versity lands and all the school lands embraced in the sixteenth 
section in every township in this state, which shall have been ap- 
praised according to law, and returns whereof shall have been duly 
made to the secretary of state prior to the first day of June, in the

That the interests and convenience of the northwest portion of this 
state requires the establishment of a weekly mail route from Prairie 
la Crosse, on the Miississippi, in the county of Crawford, by the 
way of Meecher's settlement, the upper mills on the Lemonwier 
river, Reedsburg. Adams, Prairie du l^ac, to Madison, in the con&« 
ty of Dane. 

Your memorialists further state, that the large settlements of the 
upper Mississippi country, and those of the northern interior of 
this state, are subjected to much delay in communication, by the

Your memorialists, the senate and assembly of the state of 
Wisconsiii, represent that they regard the legislation of congress* 
as indicating an intention to establish marine hospitals for sick 
seamen and boatmen, at such points on the sea • and lake coasts, 
and along the principal rivers, as the wants of our commerce shall 
rec[uire. 

Several of these have already been pu4; in operation, others aire 
in progress of preparation ; and locations have been made iand 
sites purohased for others, at considerable expense to the nation ; 
but no provision has yet been made for the upper valley of the 
Mississippi. 

The basin drained by that river and its tributaries,- above th^ 
Missonri, is of immense extent, of great fertility and salubrity, and 
♦ is already occupied by one entire state and parts of two others, 

whilst still additional states are contemplated ; and so rapid is the 
* increase of population and commerce, that the want of such an 

institution ie already Celt, and is becoming more necessary every 
year. . 

Your memorialists further represent that Rock Island, in the 
" Mississippi river^ is believed to j|e the most eligible location of 
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«Hc1i aa institution. It is a central point In the upper valley, being 
about midway between St, Louis, tlie hi^^hest point on the river at 
which a hospital has been locattd, and the head of navigation on 
the river, and will accommodate the commerce of the mainstream 
and all its tributaries navigable. It lios at the foot of the upper 
rapids, and is the resort of boats and boatsmen, for the purpose of 
lying by during the winter season. 

It is also, on account of its salubrity and scenery, the resort of 
invalids and others durirm* the summer montlis. 

Your memorialists further represent that the island, which now 
belongs to the United States, contains several hundred acres of. 
exceedingly valuable land, from the sale of which, it is confidently iv 
believed, a suflicient sum can be realized to erect the necessary 
buildings and put the institution in complete readiness for the re;

Croix to lake Superior, is the only necessary link to complete the 
grandest chain of internal communication on this continent, viz : 
from tile mouth of the Mississippi to the mouth of the St. Law- 
rence nearly the whole length of both streams. 

That the construction of the said road would be of great nation* 
al importance, inasmuch as that in case of war with Great Britain, 
there would be no way so good as this to take supplies and muni* 
tions of war, for the defence of our commerce on that great inland

tools, &c. ; and that very often, while intoxicated, they are very 
abusive to womeii and children, all of which has the effect to ren- 
der a residence unsafe and unpleasant, and has the tendency to re« 
tard the settlement of the country."
